The general theme was that the 
alliance was the ‘‘main weapon of 
the aggressive policy of the ruling 
circles of the United States, Brit- 
ain and France. 

The Russian stew was under- 
Standable. By this diplomatic coup 
western powers had managed to 
abate somewhat the legend of So- 
viet invincibility among the smaller

THE TERMS OF the pact do not 
actually say that: but they say 
something which is the same, That

Flow Ssares Need Check 


The plow is the number one piece 
of equipment on most farms and with 
proper care it will last for years. But 
Jack Schram, agr’l engineer at Mich- 
igan State College, says farmers 
sometimes allow plows to get in. bad 
vondition and thereby increase their 
work, 

The share is a vital part and should 
be checked before ‘spring work starts 
{and repointed or resharpened, If it 
is needed, a new share should be in- 
stalled. A dull share usually causes 
poor penetration and may. greatly in- 
vrease the draft of the plow.

Fast. colors in cotton socks are 
gradually coming in-the stores: Look 
for the words “vat: dyed” on the’ ‘las, 
bels.: They are your best guarantee of 
colors fast to washing and sunlight. 

Until about a year ago, the only vat 
dyed cotton socks were a small. part 
of children’s anklets and crew socks, 
These were limited to striped or ag- 
gyle patterns. During the past year 
more vat dyed children’s and infant's 
socks have been produced in plain 
colors, 

Vat dyes are now making their way! 
into the men’s cotton hosiery field. 
While they are not widely available 
now, they should be in good quantity 
within the year. 

Since. most labels disappear after a 
few washings, it might be well to la- 
bel: vat dyed socks with colored 
thread so you will know which ones 
may be safely thrown. in with the 
regular washings.
